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I J. Q^Whether this Lake frezeth, and whether it hath many 
fountains on its banks or comming from near hills? A. It freeze th 
in the Winter like other Lakes : So the Fifties of this Lake have a 
clofer habitation than thofe in others ; for they are under the Ice 
a part of the Winter, and under the Earth a part of the Summer. 
1 6. Q^ What changes the Fijhermen find on that Jlone they call 
the Fifher-ftone, thereby to conjeBure the time when the water is to 
run away} A. That which they call the F if her~fione, is alargeflone 
upon one of the Hills or elevated parts of the Field, which when- 
foever it appears above water, the Fiftiermen, being upon the. 
Lake, take notice of it, and know thereby, that in a fewdayes 
the water will retire under ground. For, after the filling of the 
Lake in September, the water never decreafeth fo low again, as to 
let the Fijher-Jlone appear till it begins to retire underground. 
jl Narrative of fome Observations made upon fever al Voyages, tin- 
der taken to find a. way j or failing about the North to the Baft- 
Indks, and j or returning the fame way from hence hither : To- 
gether with Injlruciions given by the Dutch Eafi-India Company 
for the Difcovery oj the jamous hand of Jeffo near Japan, To 
which is added a Relation of failing through ^Northern America 
to- the Baft-Indies. Englijhed by the Fublijher out of Dutch, 
which had been compos d by Dirick Rembrantz van Nierop, and 
printed at Amfterdam. 1 674. in 4 . 

Mongft the feveral wayes, by eminent Navigators thought 
upon, for failing to the Eaji- Indies, that feems not the leaft 
confiderable, which hath been propofed and attempted to be per- 
form'd by theNorth-Eaft. William Bar entz, an experienced Pilot 
and (tout Seaman of the Neatherlands, in his Voyages of the Year 
1594. and 1596, failed Northward as far as to yy 2o\ with an 
intention to have turn'd to the North-Eafi, until he ftiould by efti- 
mate find, he had in that courfe advanced far enough to change 
his courfe into that of South- Eaji or South, and fo to difcover Chu~ 
nay, Catay, or "Japan : But he was diverted from this purpofe by 
his company, though he perfifted until death in that opinion of 
his, viz. that that way of failing far to the North of Nova Zembla* 
where there was a fpatious Sea, free from Ice, and lefs cold than 
at a more Southerly Latitude, was the moft probable way of 
dilcovering the Eafi-Indies on that fide of the World. 

Upon this Suppofition divers Voyages have been attempted with 
the like intention : And though hitherto the Attempt hath been 
made thai way,- only from the fide of Europe) yet that famous Sea- 
man

i-nan, J oris van Spilhergen, would have adventured a Voyage the 
fame way from the fide of the Eaji-Indies* if with much importu- 
nity he had not heen dilfuaded from jt. 

And though we have not yet heard of any that hath actually un- 
dertaken fuch a Voyage ; yet fomcthing hath been done, whence 
fome cltimate may he made of the condition of thofe parts. For, 
it having been taken for granted, that to the North or North- 
E ift of Japan there is found a large fpacious Sea, and the Japo~ 
*nejcs having been heard to talk much of a Country called Jeffb or 
E/o* but believing it to lye to the North-weft of "Japan* on the 
Coaft of Catay or Tartary* and this Kingdom of Cat ay being 
much celebrated for its opulency and fhipping; the Council of the 
Dutch Eaji-lndia Company at Batavia* in the Ifland of Java, 
gave A. 1643. very particular Inftrudtions to Martin Geritjen 
'Fries* Captain of the Ship Cajlrikum, fet out to difcover the un- 
known Eaft-coaft of Tartary* the Kingdom of Catay* and the 
Weft-coaft of 'America* together with the Ifles fcituate to theEaft 
of Japan* cryed up for their richnefs in filver and gold. Thofe 
Inftrutlions containing many particulars that are not ordinary, 
we fhall not fpare our labor of giving them here in Enghfh, out 
of the above-ftJm'd Rembrantz of Nierop. 

1 . Amongft the beft Geographers, Sfartaria is reckon'd to be 
oneof the greateft parts of the World, havingin longitude, orfrom 
Eaft to Weft, no ieks than 60 degrees, and in latitude, or from 
North to South, about 30 d. And of the many vaft Countries, which 
it comprehends, Cataya is cfteem'd the mod excellent, lying in a 
temperate Climate, in about 50c]. Northern latitude, and being the 
prime Province of th<- Empire of the great Cham* who keeps his 
Court m t ac Mei ropchs thereof , cAYdCamhalu* famous for mighty 
commerce ana trade driven there from all "Tartary and China. 

2. TheE<if:-Coaft of this Country is much famed for Shipping, 
by reafon of the great traffic ! c faid to be ufed from thence to all the 
parts and coafts thereabout. Yet becaufe it lyes in a corner of the 
World th.?.t is much out of the way ; neither the Europeans* nor 
any Oriental Nation, no not the bordering CYv/z^/krthemfelves, have 
hitherto been able to obtain any commerce with them, 

3 . The fame of this Cataya h th excited many brave Pilots to point 
out and delign feveral ways thither, aswellbytheEaft-Indies, and 
the Straights of Magellan as by the Northern America* and round a- 
bout Nova Zembta> and even directly through the North-Pole. 
Whereupon aifo by the three laft ways divers attempts have been 
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made bothbyEnglifhand Dutch, but in vain; as were alio the two 
Voyages of 1594 and 1 595, deferibed by Linfcoten. 

4. Since that time,nothing hath been attempted forCrf/tfy/7,ncither 
by the North, nor the Eaft or Weil-Indies, 'till the year 1639, when. 
two Dutch Ships under the Command ofO^KxmMatthiasKwaJi, 
were let outtodifeover the Eafl-Coaflof the Great Tartary, efpe- 
cially the famous Goldand Silver-Iflands; though, by reafon of fe~ 
veral unfortunate accidents, they both return *d re infeftd* 

5.Notwithilanding which, the Dutch, being fufficientlypoflefTd 
with theperfwalion of the advantages ofthatdifcovery,perfifted m 
fettingout (>■ her VelTels, namely the Ship Cf/lricum, and a good big 
Yatch: in thedoingof which, after thjyhad confulted thatexperi- 
en^ed Pilot, Francis J acohjohP r ijJer f and divers others, who, for the 
diicoverv of Tartary and the lilands to the Eaft of y^><OT,.advifed 
them to takv* their courfe between y<z^0;rand6Vr</; i\icy 9 being a~ 
wareofthe uncertainty of a good paflagc th.it way, and of thedan- 
gvr of many .nelvesan 1 rocks there, concluded at laft to fail to the 
Eaft without Japan through the niain Sea, as the fafeft courfe, efpe- 
ciaily it being very probable, that by reafon of the Climate of 40 
deg. North »vards,m the TartarianStu, they would not behindred by 
any Moun/ons,h\it find variable windslikethofe in Europe. 

6. The laid Captain Fries then was order'd to put to Sea from 
TVrw^^aboutthenrftof April or looner, and, when he fhould have 
been come without Gilolo, to fteer his courfe North-Eaft- ward, with 
the variable winds, which at that feafon do commonly bio win thofc 
parts, whereby he would be carried to the joth.or 15th degree of 
^Northern latitude, and there flop* t at about the South-Eaft, whea 
and where he fhould fail by little and little fomewhat more Nor- 
therly, thro* the main Ocean, to the Eaft-Coaft of Japan, that fa 
hemightgetfightof the Landat about 37 degrees; notat all mind- 
ing the files of Ladrones,cr others, which perhaps they might ap- 
proach unto. 

7. That naving thus made the Eaftern-Coaft of Japan about the 
20th. or 25th. of May, they fhould from thenccfteertheircourfe, in 
fight of Land, North and North- Weft, until the faid Coaft fhould 
fallmore Wefterlytothemj thatfo,bytheby, they mightlearnhow 
far the utmoft part of Japan to the North did reach, and whether in 
fuch a courfe they fhould make or get fight of, that Land which, the 
Japonefes C2i\je£hi as alfo, whether that very JeJJb betheLaniof 
China or Tartary, or elfe a Country fcituate between both, or an I- 
£and; Yet that in this they fhould not fpend too much time, but be 
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Careful, fo long to purfuc their courfc North- Well-ward, until 
they flu -aid difcover the Coaft of Tartary or Catay y endeavouring 
to do this as much Southerly, as the Wind and the laid Land of 
"J [Jo would pu*m t , which was hoped hy the Directors would 
be uone between 40 and 45 deg ; wherc-ahout they fliould fail 
along that Coaft North- ward, or according as the fame fliould 
trend, until they iliould difcover the River Polifangu the Catayau 
Sea-Towns, Jahgia Brava, or fome fuch Bay, Haven or River, 
wherein their Veil els might lately lye at anchor, and where they 
might meet with People, to enquire into, and in a little time 
learn, the condition of the Country. 

8. That, if they i'hould thus far fuccced well, 'twas probable, 
they would meet upon the Coaft of Cat ay with Ships ; conside- 
ring that moil Geographers cftcem not only the Coaft of Tar- 
tary, but alio the neighbouring Ocean to abound in Shipping, and 
fpeak of great commerce and trade driven there with the circum- 
jacent Countries and I (lands : Which if they lhould find to be fo, 
they ihouid take very great care of obliging thofe People, to learn 
oi them thepaiticularsof their bea-Voya^i.b, and where the princi- 
pal Ports and Traciing Towns, but especially the River Po/i- 

Ja-giznd the Town Jang/a, were fcituate. And thcie Directors 
hv 4 p:iig, that they would diieover one or other place inhabited 
akjut the i5th.or2oth. Oijune, theyfliuuldbedihgcnt and accu- 
rate in markingalltheCoaus, Promontories, Bays, Courfeso! Ri- 
vers, Tides, GV. ana that in as fhort a time as poffibly they could, 
the laving of time being of great confequence in this matter. 

9, That there they lhould take particular notice of the nature 
and condition oi the people, whether barbarous or any way civi- 
lized ; what Commodities the Country aforefaid and the Inhabi- 
tant- wanted and defired : And in cafe thefe people did fhew any 
Goiu or Siivci , they fhouid learn, whether thofe Mettals were in 
great value arnongft them, and if they were, they fliould not feem 
to care much for them, in the exchange of their Commodities for 
them, and that they ihoulu alio fhew them Copper, Tin, Lead, &c. 
iriakingasif th^ie.vlettais wercofamuchhigher value inour Coun- 
try, thantheirs. Next, they fhouldendeavourtolearntheBignefs 
cf this Country; what Cities, Towns, and Neighbours it had; 
where the City of Ccmham was lotuate,* its dimenfions, govern- 
n, . nt, trade, religion, whether Mahumetan or Pagan; and particu- 
larly, whether the Grsai C\ -'~m we r c theirGovernour; what wars 
they were engaged in,-; or intuit to ; what things or commodities 
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their Prince and the People themfelves did delight in; and there- 
upon to enter with them into a Treaty of friendship and trade. 

10. That, thefe things being difpatch't inTartary, they fhould, 
about the end of July or the beginning of Augujl, take leave 
there with all refpeft and kindnefs, and fet fail, taking their 
courfe crofs the Tartarian Sea, South Eaft-ward, to the Longi- 
tude of the Eaft-end of Japan, or the Wefl-coaft of the America 
incognita, about the Cabos de Fortuna, Corrientes, or Mendojina 
Falji, which Land, if the weather and wind would fuffer them, 
they ihonld labour to difoover ; And from thence they fhould 
purfue their courfe directly South-ward to the Eaft-corner of Ja- 
pan, making that land at about 37^-deg; where they made ac- 
count they could be about the zot6 or 2$tb of Augujl. And here 
they hoped they would difcover the Ifland fo rich in Gold and 
Silver, the dete&ion of which had been endeavoured, though in 
vain, by Captain Kwaji, A. 1639; the fubftance of whofe Jour- 
nal (which might ferve them to avoid his errors) together with 
the writings of the Merchant that was with him, reprefenting 
the condition and the difcovery of the faid Ifland, was as follows ; 

1 1 • That in the South-fea, at the 37- deg. Northern Latitude, 
and about 400 Spanifh, or 343 Dutch miles, that is 28 deg. Longi- 
tude Eaft of Japan, therelay a very great and highlfland, inhabited 
by a white, handfom, kind and civilized people, exceeding opulent 
in Gold and Silver, as had been experimented many years fince by 
a Spanifh Ship failing from the Manilles to New Spaine, infomuch 
that the King -of Spain in the Year 16 10, or 161 1, for further dif- 
covery, and to take pofleffion of the fame, fet out a Ship from Aca- 
pulco to Japan; which by ill conduit proved fucceflefs : Since which 
time the jprofecution of that difcovery had been negledted* 

1 2. And forafmuch as thefe Directors were from this and other 
Informations perfuaded, that the faid Ifland was fcituate about the 
above-alledged diftanceEaft of Japan, they order'd, that on this 
occafion of the Tartary-voyzgt they fhould refume the endeavours 
of this difcovery, fteering their courfe from the Eaft-corner of 
Japan, upon the parallel of 37 r degrees, dire&ly Eaftward for 
the fpace of 350 miles, making what fail they could in the day- 
time, and lefiening their fails at night, that fo they might not 
mifs of it in the dark ; adding, that if they met not with the faid 
Ifland in that diftance, they fhould advance 1 00 miles further to 
the Eaft, that, if fo they met not with it, they might be affured, it 
was not to be found in the Latitude above-exprefled, but either 
more South or more Northward. 
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ij. Having made this point (which byeftimate they thought 
might be done about the ioth of S-eptemb.) the further direction 
was, that, according to the condition of the feafon, fhips, and 
men, they fhould after mature deliberation undertake one of the 
two following wayes, for further difcovery. 

14. The one y by taking their eourfe from the point aforefaid 
(the feafon and wind permitting) back to the Weft- ward,, cruifing 
from the r^jtb to the 35M degree, to make themfelves fure, whe- 
ther that defired Ifland lay in this way, or in the way of thofe 
Iflands that are faid to lye between 30 and 36 degrees, fome 150 
or 200 miles Eaft of Japan, where 'tis held for certain that di- 
vers y^^Tz-veifels have been found, and thence carried Silver for 
Japan: But meeting neither with the one nor the other, that 
then they fhould fail more South-weft-ward to Formofa. 

1 5. The other, in cafe theWeftern wind fhould not permit them 
to return to japan by cruifing in the propos'd Latitude, that then 
from the aforefaid point they fhould fteer a Northern eourfe to the 
South-weft coaft of : America, above Capo de Parfelles, or Mendojina, 
to come in fight of Capo delAgier on the Coaft Trijla; and, if con- 
veniently they could, get to an anchor in either Bay, where-about 
Sir "Thorn. Candifh in the year 1587. in 38 degrees had been at an- 
chor and named the Land Nova Albion, where he took notice, that 
almoft no Earth there could be taken up, but there was an appear- 
ance of Silver or Gold in it: That therefore they fhould endeavour 
to make this Land by the by, to learn fomething of the condition 
thereof, and to refrefh the Seamen, and to take-in neceffary pro- 
vifion; which done, they fhould with a North-eaft-wind, which 
in all probability would ftifly blow there in the latter part of the 
year, fail South-weft-ward as near as they could, and fo in a right 
eourfe come to difcover the wifht-for Gold-Ifland, or any of the 
Silver-Iflands, between 30 and 36 degrees, fome 100 or 120 miles 
Eaft of Japan; and in cafe they miffed, they fhould^ again, as 
was directed in the firft way, diredt their eourfe to Formofa. 

16. But, becaufc they had great hopes they fhould difcover the 
Gold-Ifland by an Eajierly eourfe, or at leaft one of the Silver- 
1 Hands, by one of the two wayes defcribed; they gave further in- 
ftru&ion, what Vity fhculd do, in cafe of good fuccefs, for the Ser- 
vice of the Company; which, for the main, fhould be like to what 
had been directed* on the oe'eafion of Cdtaya: but befides, that thev 
fhould take notice, that thefe Iflands, in their opinion, would be 
belt met with on theSouth-eaft-fide; where, the Gold-Ifland, toge- 
ther 
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thftrv/lih a River 
or Haven, is 
marked in th-: 
[fnponian Beo&i? 
Charter as may 
alfo he ieen in 
the Mapp here 
joyncd. Further, 
if they made this 
difcovery, they 
fhould treat the 
Natives with all 
kindnefs, fhew 
their merchan- 
dise, feem to un- 
dervalue Gold, 
obferve how they 
digg it, &c. 

i j. Thefe In- 
ftrudlions being 
thus deliver'd, 
the Author fub- 
joyns the Event 
of this Voyage, as 
follows: That it 
was began the 
fame year 1643; 
but the thing 
found far other- 
wife than was I- 
magin'd; witnefs 
the Journal of a 
Voyage, made 
Eaft off- the 
S t r ai gh t LaMaire 
to the Coaft 
of Ckiliy under 
the conduct of 
Captain Henry 
B rower : Where 
alfo may be 
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(tea a defcription of the Ifland Efo, as it was firft dztt&cd by the 
ihip Cajfricom, A. 1643; when it was found tkat theNorth-eaft- 
corner of Japan reaches to the fourth deg, NorthernLatitude : And 
inftead of finding there a great fpatious Sea, and the Land Efo yet 
far Weft or North- weft- ward, it was by a Japonian Seaman fhew'd 
*hem to lye no more than 30 miles off, North- ward. For that Japo- 
nefe made his Voyages for trade from Japan, marked in this Mapp 
with A, to Mathmay, the Capital City of Efo, here noted with B: 
And the fame related to them the condition of this Country o£Efo 9 
viz. How that it was under the dominion of theEmperor of Japan*. 
and whatTowns and Nations were in it. Further, the fame Journal 
notes, that this Ship Cajiricom failed from the North-eaft-corner 
of Japan to the South-corner of Efo, at D; whence the Land 
reachesNorth-eaft and byEaft to E, where they found a Straight, 
which they called the Straight de Fries, which, in the Author's 
judgment, they fhould rather have called the Straight Anian y as 
they alfo met with the Land fcituateEaft off this Straight, mark'd 
F, to which they gave the name of the Companies Land, whereas 
it fhould have been calPd the Weji-corner of America , it having 
hitherto been alwayesfo placed and named, except that the Straight 
Anian hath been reprefented fomewhat more Northerly. They 
failed through this Straight as far as the Sinus or Bay G, and 
viewed all theSea-coafts as far asH, being theLatit. of 49 degrees,, 
where they faw a very high Mountain lying at about 50 degrees, 
from whence they failed back, without doing any more that's 
known. He that is defirous to fee theDelineation of thisLand Efo fi 
Japan, and Corea, may find it on the little Mapp here infertecL 

1 8. As for a more particular defcription of this Land and Coaft, 
they me tgenerally everywhere with good Anchoring ground, 20 or 
more fathoms deep; the Coaft very plentiful of Fifti, among which 
there were Whales and Salmons j the fhore high and mountainous, 
efpecially remarkable for one exceeding high Hill, which the Na- 
tives fignified to be very rich in filver. In the fame place there grow 
very tall, ftreight and thick Firr-trees, fit for Mafts. The Soile 
clayie and fat. Cominginto the Straight de Fries ov Anian, whichis 
io miles broad, andon theEaft-fide thereof, the Companies Land 'in 
America, marked (as was faid above) with F, they lighted on one 
of thofe Mountains, where they found very glittering Earth, as if it 
were abounding with Silver. Along thatfhore there runs a violent 
ftream about theNorth-eaft,and clofe to the fhore areRocks, which 
make it very unfafe to lye there. The States Ifland, lying over a- 
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gainflit,hathalfo highMoun tains, and feemstobedeftituteofTrces 
and very fteep and rocky. The fhore of the Bay G feem'd to be as 
pleafantasthatoftheEnglifhCoaft, butuntiird; yet naturally floo- 
red with Mulberies, Grapes, Juniper-berries, Ras-berries; as al- 
io with Oak, Firr and Birch ; the fhore all along beautified with 
Rofe-trees. They found alfo abundance of Oifters on that Coaft; 
but met with no wild Dear, nor Mutton, Cows, Geefe or Hens, 
though they faw many Falcons and Eagles. The Natives are gene- 
rally all fhort and thick, very hairy, their brows and lipps painted 
black or blew, their ears bored thorow, and with filver Ear-rings 
hanging in them. As for their Religion, they gave no other token of 
any, but that fitting by the Fire, and drinking, they fpill thereabout 
fome drops on feveral places, as if they offered to that Element be- 
fore they would drink. They feem'd to be a kind ofBanditi, ma- 
ilers all alike. Themen have each two wives, of which they are very 
jealous. Both men and women love ffcrong drink. Their houfes are 
of wood, and cover' d with Bark. They have very little Houihold- 
ftuff j Japan-gowns are their bed ornament, and they have only a. 
few teguments to cover themfelveswith in the night. On the fhore 
of the Bay G there were itarved that winter many people of hun- 
ger and cold. Their victuals are, Fifh, Whale-fat, red Rofe-buds 
dryed by them forwinter-provifion. Theyarelazy, not tilling the 
ground ; fuftaining themfelves by hunting, fhooting, and fifhing. 
Thay trade with Japan, and their language is mixed with the 
Japonian. They are very fubtle in trading, but not thievifh, (sc» 
19. TheEventofthisVoyagebeingthusrelated, the Authorpro- 
ceeds to make fome Reflections thereon, to. i. That the Defcripti- 
on given may be of ufe to the Nortb-Eaji Paffage. 2. That thefe 
Lands of Efo are very near our Peritcci, being in the fame latitude 
with us, but differing in longitude iSodegrees, having Summer and 
Winter common with us, but midnight when 'tis noon with us,, and 
viceverfd. 3. Thatas for failing, fatzbly to JorisvanSpilbergen, out 
of the Eafl-Indies about the North into thefe parts, the difcovery 
of this LzndEfo, wh ich was held to lye North-Weft of Japan, where- 
as it really lyes North and North^EaJi of it, will contribute not a 
little. For, 'tmay thence be colledted, faith this Author, that thefe 
Eaft-Coafts of Efo may very well be the Eaft-Coaft of Tartary ; 
which opinion is much confirm'd by the Defcription of Japan, made 
by Caron, who, upon frequent enquiries made among the Japonefes, 
was by them informed, that the water on the North-Eaft comer of 
Japan , being 1 1 miles broad, did reach inwards to the Land £/&,

funning againfl mighty mountains about thcProvinceOg/&/0 ; where- 
by Japan appears to be a firm Land to that of Efo. To which is to 
be added, what others affert, m. That a certain Perfon hath tra- 
velled 200 miles Northrward, thatis, toabout5odeg.Northernla- 
titu.de, and found nothingbutfirmLand. So that, whereas heretofore 
-Geographers were wont to make.a largeSea to the North of "Japan, 
it has been found by this Voyage of 1643, that the great Land of 
Efo is fcituate there , the Coafts whereof are now made known from 
42 to about 49 degrees. But this is not all; for a further Diicovery 
came to hand, A . 1 66 8 , whichwas made with aYacht call'd the Spar- 
ser, which the Dutchloft upon afmallifle, 12 or 13 miles off of the 
Guth-cornerof Corea, being 14 or 15 miles in compafs, in 33deg. 
32 min. North- latitude 5 which Ship wrack hapned Aug. 13. 1653, 
where the Seamen being taken prifoners by thofe Inhabitants, there 
was brought to them onzJohnJanfenwelldeVree, who A. 1627, had 
fallen upon theCoaftof Corea, and into the hands of that People, 
with two more of his Camerades, fenta£hore to fetch water; This 
man being then about 58 years of age, had almoft loft his Mothers 
Tongue, lb that he could hardly be underftood by his Countrymen; 
who were in May 1654, tranfported from the faid Ifle to the Firm 
Land oi Corea, and palled through divers Towns, moil North and 
by Weft, to the Court of that King, for thefpaceof 70 or y$ miles, 
coming to about the 39th. deg. of the Poles Elevation. They teftifi'd, 
that Corea is fcituate between 34I and 44 deg. that is, from South 
to North about 140 or 150 miles (reckoning 15 of thefe miles to a 
degree:) Thebreadthof this Land from Eaft to \Veftabout70 or 75 
miles. On the South-corner 'tis very near to Japan, viz. within 25 or 
26 miles. On the Weft-fide it hath theCoaftof China, or theBayof 
Nanquin, and on the North 'tis by a great Mountain faften'd to one 
of the moft Northerly Provinces of the faid Ci^W; without which it 
would be an Ifland, there being on the North-Eaft-fide an open Sea, 
where every year divers Whales with Harping Irons in their bellies 
are affirmed to be found by the Dutch, and other Nations; where 
like-wife in the Spring is caught great plenty of Herrings : So that 
there mult needs be a thorow-fare between Corea and JapantoNo- 
-■ca Zembla and Way gat z* Thefe D u tch men having alfo often enqui- 
ed of the Corean Pilots that fail to the North Eaft quarters, whether 
therewasanyLandahouttheNorth-Eaft; they had for anfwer^ there 
was nothingbutaclear Sea.

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pax, where, foon after, they met with their Countrymen a t 
Nangafaek. 4. That from thefe Difcovcrics it may well be con- 
cluded to be true, that Efo isjoyn'd to Japan, as is reprefented 
in this Map by the pricked lines, but not that 'tis fail to AJia or 
^Tartary. 5. That concerning the particular of having there found 
Dutch Harping-Irons in the bodies of Whales (which feems in- 
credible) 'tis to be confider'd, that a Whale will fwim incredi- 
bly fail,; and the diilance from Spitsberg to the North-end of 
Corea, being, by the Maps, about 700 miles, a Whale might 
difpatch that way in 10 or 12 days, fwimming in 24 hours 
about 60 or 70 miles. 6. That this Difcovery indicates the neareft 
way to fail out of the Eaft-Indies into thefe parts by the North, 
viz. betwixt Corea and Japan, here mark't with I and K, which. 
fpace is at leail 25 or 26 miles broad* having a ftrong current, 
and entring into a large Sea ; the which is much more expedi- 
tious, than to pais on the Eaft of Japan thorow the Straight de 
Fries or Anian ; and that the rather, becaufe 'tis not yet known, 
how far that Efo reaches North- ward.

To promote this Paflage out of the Eaft-Indies by the North 
into Europe, it were very necellary to fail from Ea/l-India to the 
Well-ward of Japan, all along Corea, to fee how theSea-Coafts trend 
to the North of the faid Corea, and with what conveniency Ships 
might fail as far as to Nova Zembla, and to the North of the fame :. 
where our Author faith that undoubtedly it would be found, that 
having nailed the North corner of AT.

F this Paflage much was at iirft diicouricd meerly by hear- 
fay, as may be feen in the I-Iydrographk al Difcourfe of IF. 
Bourne, printed An . 1 594. Next, one HeJfelGerritjc, A. 1612. wrote 
of this Pailage thus; Since thcEngliih upon the feveral Voyages of 
IF. Barcni-z made feme attempts for thcNorth-lvail; the Directors of 
the Dutch Eail-India Company for fome years lull pait lent thith; £

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one Hudfon, who not being able to find a Paflage to theEaft, failed 
to the Weft, whence without effe&ing any thing he came into 
England, Afterwards, being fent out again by the Engliih, A. 
1 6 10, and having failed 300 Dutch miles and come to the Weft 
of Bakalaos, and winter'd there at about 52 deg. North-latitude, 
and deiirous to fearch further, he was, together with the reft of 
the Governors of the Ship, fet on fhore by the Seaman, who re- 
fufed to go further, but came home, having been at Sea 10 
moneths, whereas they had been vi&ualled but for 8. The hope 
of this new Paflage above rferra nova, attempted by this Hudfon, 
is ftrengthen'd by the teftimony of the Virginians and thofe of 
Florida, who folemnly affirm, that to the North-Weft of their 
Country there is a great Sea, where they fay to have feen Ships 
like thofe of the Englifh. We read alfo in J of Acojla, Ch. 12. 
of the third Book of the Natural Hift. of the Wejl- Indies, that the 
Spaniards are of opinion, the Englifh Captains, Drake and Can- 
dip, had good knowledg of this Paflage. 'Tis faid alfo, that the 
Spaniards feek to keep this way undifcover'd, and that fome of 
that Nation, returning from the Conqueft of the Phillippines, 
came home by this very way. King Philip the Second therefore 
caufed a ftrong Fort to be built on the upper end of Mar Vermeio 
to the Weft of Nova Granada, to hinder the Dutch and others 
from invading the riches he poflefleth upon the South-Sea ; as 
we are told for a certain ttuth. This way therefore if purfued, 
may dired: our People not only to fail to China, the Moluccas, and 
Peru ; but alfo to go and fee what People there are on the South- 
fide of the South-Sea, &c. 

Thus far this HeJJel Gerritfen : And the fame year, 1 6 1 2, fome 
attempt was made in profecution of *that defign, but it proved 
fuccefslefs, becaufe that fome Land came in the way of the Naviga- 
tors, which obftru&ed their progrefs; asisfhewMintheMaps, that 
were iince made, were through Hudfons Straight you come indeed 
into a fpacious Sea, called Buttons Bay, but on the Weft-fide this 
is befet with Land. It feems, that Mr. Hudfon thought, that he 
was got thorow it, becaufe he fo much endeavour'd to get South- 
ward, where at length he was conftrain 'd to winter at the latit. of 
52 deg. without eifedting any thing. But if he had directed his courfe 
ibmewhat more Weflward, he might have better got thorow. 
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
